Did our deaf friend 
humbly submit to the robbery with- 
out making a mighty kick? No, 
not she ; she is made of a different 
material from Hie average deaf, 
most of whom would have given 
up afler a little parleying in en 
deavoring lo prove I he other party 
was in the wrong. 

The fare-laker asserted that a. 
dime instead of a. ipiarler was given 
Quick as a flash, our mule friend 
asked how it happened she was 
given thirteen cents in change, if 
only ten cents was given. Besides 
she was absolutely sure of her 
ground, for before leaving home 
she had taken just a quarter from 
her money bag and put- it in a tiny 
purse, while she secreled the bills 
somewhere about her person, as a 
prudent person who goes shopping 
ilia great city like Chicago does. 
The fare-taker contended she was 
right, and refused to make any 
different change, though a good 
deal of lime had been taken in dis- 
puting over tin* mailer. Finally, 
I he deaf lady lady resolved to go to 

headquarters, and see if she could 

not gel, jusli' 

She called at the office of the 
South Side Elevated Company and 
made her complaint, slating exact- 
ly how the mistake happened.

The point to be noted in the 

above is the principle of the thing, 
not the amouni involved. Many a 

man of means could fight for his 

rights if defrauded out ol a small 

sum. Only lately, I read in the 

Chicago TrihinK of a feud of many 

years' duration between two South- 
ern men ol wealth and standing, 

which was caused by an Indebted- 
ness of just a nickel, contracted by 
one of them while young men. The
